Dear Mr. Combs: 


On September 23, 1974, you presented to this office an overview of the 
Soldier Creek Reservoir project and its accompanying proposed recreational 
facilities. 


It is our understanding that when the reservoir reached the conservation 
pool level, permanent recreational facilities would be constructed. However, 
the conservation pool level may not be reached for eight to ten years, if 
ever. In the meantime, you requested approval for the use of temporary vault 
toilets, and the absence of a water system for day-use areas. 


Under present State rules and regulations the above referred to facilities 
could not be approved. Day-use picnic areas must be provided with a supply of 
potable water and sanitary facilities: | 


Water closets--1 per 100 persons of each sex, over 400, add 1 fixture 
for each additional 500 men and 1 for each 300 women. 
Urinals--1 per 200 men, over 600, add 1 fixture for each 300 men. 
Lavatories--1 per 200 persons, over 750, add 1 fixture for each 
500 persons. 
Drinking fountains--1 per 300. persons.

This is 
a 40-hour course and teachers will receive 3 hrs. credit. 


Dr. Green stated he received word that a Kroger beef stew 
packed by Krey Company had botulism. He checked with all 
grocery stores in the county but none carried this brand. 
There was 1 fatality reported from this incident in the 
Mid-west. 


Commissioner Wall reported he had checked with the county 
attorney regarding the need for building permits to install 
water systems. Аз yet he has not received an answer. 


Dr. Green stated immunization clinics are now being planned 
for early spring. 


Mrs. Durtschi reported the TB program is going very nicely. 
Our county hospital is doing the x-rays. The SHD suggests 

after two successive negative x-rays each person should get 
an annual chest x-ray from their private physician. 


Supt. Merkley stated the schools are concerned and feel a need 
for up-grading our county TV system. Our educators would like 
to be able to get channel 7 and 11. Both are excellent 
educational channels. Commissioner Wall stated if the people 
of the county wanted these channels it would be possible to get 
them. 


Dr. Green submitted two letters from the SHD regarding the 
Midway and Daniel Domestic Water Systems. (See attached copy). 
A letter will be written to them encouraging and offering our 
services to help correct their problems.

Dear Dr. Green: 


Pursuant to your discussion with Lynden Baum of our staff on the question 
of legal action for violations of health regulations at Ci Current Creek Lodge, 
we support your suggestion that you consult with the Wasatch County Board of 
Health. May we also suggest that you consult with your County Attorney and 
then follow his advice in proceeding with legal action as outlined in the 


letters we drafted for your signature. The same action applies in the case 
of the overflowing septic tank in Midway. 


Although we have been providing sanitation service to the County for 
an interim period while the County obtained these services on their own, the 
type of action required in these cases obviously must be taken by local 
authorities to be effective. Some actions need to be taken directly by the 
State, but not those now under discussion. 


We will continue to provide technical advice as necessary, although we 
do not anticipate the necessity of spending as much time after your own 
sanitarian starts his employment in January. 

If you desire to have a member of our staff present when you discuss 
these matters with the Board of Health and the County Attorney, we will be 
glad to arrange it.
